RIZAL DAY As one reads the words that 
bead these lines there appears 
in his mind the calm, noble figure of a man 
whose life has been one of complete self- 
forgetfulness and a perfect example of what 
a man's true love for his contry should be. 
As one ponders at the story of this man's 
life, he can not but have an unconscious ad- 
miration for genius and express doubt at the 
righteousness of human's justice. 



To the Filipinos, that first Rizal day thirteen 
years ago, was the culmination of the unbro- 
ken chain of unhappy facts and events in 
their history which justified them in the eyes 
of the world in their wish of separating 
themselves from Spain, their mother country. 
The execution which took place on that day 
was the last of the long series of executions 
undertaken by those in power in their vaid 
hope of wiping out of existence any educa. 
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ted !Ti$j>tao who dared raise his voice against 
tbteir arbitrary rule. The circumstances cul- 
minating up to the tragic death of the manjn 
whose honor this day has been named, are well 
known to all. The place he held in the esti- 
mation of his countrymen and the friendship 
that connected him with influential men abroad 
are no secrets to us. His return to Manila 
from Hongkong in 1892; his being arrested 
on the charge of anti-religious and ant i- patrio- 
tic campaigns of education; his four years exile 
to Dapitan; his departure from the Philipines 
to join the Spanish forces in Cuba in the capa 
city of army surgeon; his recall while en route 
to be tried for "sedition and rebellion/' and last 
ly his execution on that memorable field where 
hundreds of his countrymen faced death in the 
cause of Right, are topics too well-known as to 
necessitate further mention here. 

We believe, however, that a few remarks on 
the yearly observance of R1ZAL DAY would 
not be out of place. 

in what maner can RIZAL DAY be fittingly 
observed? Let there be public parades, let there 
be literary entertainments but let not the ob- 
servance of the day end here. Public parades 



and literary entertainments are but outward 
manifestations of tribute to the memory of a 
man, and while they are by no means ebjeetio 
nable, still they do not make the observance of 
the day complete. Rizal, whom we jusll\ love 
to call our martyred hero, lived and died for 
the sake of his country. Can we on every an 
niversary of his death honor him better than 
to faithfully iollow his wise teachings? Can 
we who love our country and work for its ad 
vancement have better guides than the worthy 
examnles set by Rizal, Mabini, Del Pilar 
and others? 

Let us then celebrate RIZAL DAY by 
following the wise teachings of the man in 
whose memory we dedicate the day. Let his 
name be in every Filipino Home. Let mothers 
repeat to their children Rizal's life; let the 
school teacher make his pupils see the excellent 
traits in Rizal's caracter while a boy, which ena- 
bled him later to become the leaned man that 
he was; let every newspaper contrast Rizal's 
attitude towards his country and some of the 
present day patriots whose personal ambitions 
all tend to the glorification of the selfish T'. 
Thus and only thus can RIZAL DAY yearly 
celebrations be 5 ' properly and fittingly held. 
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Extracts from the Inaugural Address of the New Governor General 

Hon William Cameron Forbes 



"Fcl'ow coun'rymei : — Wht-n a man undertakes the 
guidance of the Ship* of State, it is customary for 
him to announce the course that it is his intention 
to steer, to proclaim so far as may be the goal whxh 
it is h >ped to reach. It is profitable at such a time 
to lo< k back to the instructions under which oihers have 
previously assumed direction of the same ship, and with 
these fresh fn mind face the problems of the present 
and prepare our plans for the future 

"Among the names of those who have directed the 
initial p li y of the American government in the Phil- 
ippine Islands, are those of William McKinley, Theodore 
Roosevelt, E ihu Root, William H. Taft and Luke E. 
Wright. The IMippine Islands hive indeed beeci for- 
tunate in having received the services of such men as 
these, men who have directed the affairs of the United 
States from the commanding posit'ons of President, 
and of Secretary of war. The original work done by 
thj Navy of the United States under Admiral Dtwey. 
and later the fine work of the Army and of the be- 
g n i -'gs of civil government under the notable General 
Otis and McArthur will always deseive a tribute of ad 
miration and respect. 

* The initial period is always the one which requires 
the most intense application of effort, the highest order 
if ability, and the w.sdom of the choice of President 
McKinley for the position of first Civil Governor of 
the Phi ippine Islands has been abundantly proven and 
ratified by the ovet whelming vote which elected Mr. 
Taft President if the United State; last November. 
He had served these islands first as President of the 
Commission, then as Civil Governor, then as Secretary 
of War, and now he is completing the full measure 
of service by directing their affairs from the highest 
position within the gift of the American people. 

"I can not pass by this period without pausing to 
dwell for a moment on the services of that noble friend 



of the Filipino, Governor General Wright, whose far- 
sighted wisdom has woven threads of order throughout 
the fabric of Government which hive vastly strengthened 
its usefulness and efficiency. 

"There has never been the faintest shadow of a 
doubt cast upon the official or personal integrity of 
any one of the first four Governors that succeeded 
each other in the administration of these islands. 

'The foundations of our work have been so systema- 
tically laid and the plans so comprehensively prepared 
that a man of far less ability than these may hope to 
carry on the affairs of the Government and achieve a 
success impossible but for the work of those who have 
passed before. It is indeed difficult. To emulate the 
virtues of the last retiring Governor General, whom al 
of us had learned to love so well, one canonly use the 
superlative degree in describing his rectitude of purpose, 
his devotion to duty, the spotlessness of his personal 
integrity. He would indeed be a rare character who 
could in any of these respects compare favorably with 
James Francis Smith.

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''Analyzing the instructions of President |McKinley, 

we may fairly take as the goal toward which we are 

to steer the happiness, peace, and prosperity of the 

Philippine people. In so far as the people are to-day 

happy, peaceful, and prosperous we have succeeded; 

in so far as the people do not enjoy • these blessings* 

we have not yet achieved success. The people are 

to-day peaceful. We can concentrate our attention in 

bringing prosperity to the Philippine people, secure in 

the belief that under just and equitable laws, under a 

wise and firm government, with that freedom of thought, 

of speech, of worship, of labor and of opportunity which 

now prevail, happiness will not be found far away when 

the means of procuring it are abundantly at hand. 
******* 

"Another direction in which the energy of the Go- 
vernment can be profitably employed is in checking 
the infant mortality, which continues at a most alarming 
rate. Care of infants will result in an increase in the 
number of the population and in the physique of the 
children, which cannot fail to be most beneficial to the 
islands. 

"There is no agency more potent in creating good 
citizenship than is the ownership of land. It is neces- 
sary that the owners of land should be provided with 
registered titles, to use as security for loans or that 
they may be able to sell without there being the pro- 
bability that the purchaser has acquired only a lawsuit. 
It is my purpose to provide for a complete survey 
of all the parcels of lands in each municipality. I should 
like to, so arrange matters that a judge of the Court 
of Land Registration may be at hand to fix the 
ownership to each p'arcel as surveyed, and when fixed 
the Government will give title to the land on the basis 
of division of expense of the same, the owner repaying 
somewhere from sixty to eighty per cent of the cost, 
in easy instalments. This will save much of the trave- 
ling of surveyors and greatly reduce the cost. The 
Agricultural Bank and Postal Savings Bank will then 
be able to make advantageous loans and greatly assist 

agriculture. 

* * * * * * * 

"I WANT TO SEE EMPHASIS LAID UPON THE 
IMPORTANCE OF THE PRACTICAL SIDE OF IN 
DUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 
Success in agriculture and industry are the things sought, 
and they can be best taught, and one might say only 
taught, by those who have themselves achieved success. 
Our agricultural schools should be made self-supporting, so 
that their products should pay the cost of the labor which 
is done on them, and something more. 



"I should like to see every one of the two million child- 
ren of school age in these islands receiving an education. 
The thought is grievous that any boy or girl in the Phili- 
ppine Islands wanting to get an education should be una- 
ble to do so because of failure of the Government to pro- 
vide facilities, and yet the resources of the islands have 
not developed to a point where I feej that we are justified 
in largely increasing the appropriation for education. Were 
there necessary facilities, I should not be opposed to a 
law providing for compulsory education. THE AMOUNT 
OF EDUCATION WE SHALL BE ABLE TO ACCOM- 
PLISH IN TEN YEARS WILL BE VERY MUCH 
GREATER IF WE DEVOTE OUR FIRST MONEY 
TOWARDS INCREASING THE WEALTH OF THE 
PEOPLE AND LATER USE THE RESULTING IN- 
CREASE OF REVENUE FOR EXTENDING OUR 
EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES. I liken the work of the 
government on irrigation and improvement of transporta- 
tion to cutting the strings which close the mouth of a purse 
of gold. The gold will pour forth and yield enough for all. 

"It is my hope that the Philippine University will soon 
establish, among other technical schools, a school of en- 
gineering, so that the important works of these islands 
may be placed gradually into the hands of Filipinos. 

"The Filipinos is as quick as any person to indulge in 
desirable and health giving forms of amusement. Nothing 
could be better for the Filipino than stimulating his inte- 
rest in wholesome outdoor sport, to develop the boby and 
divert the mind. In the large cities of the United States it 
is a well-known fact that crime decreases fn the neighbor 
hood of playgrounds for children and I hope the time is 
not far distant when every city in the Philippine Islands 
1 will maintain a plaza where children and young men and 
women can indulge themselves in healthy outdoor recrea- 
tion. A strong body is earnest of a mind ready to work 
and to endure, and the young men and women of the 
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Philippine Islands should make it a matter of pride to 
have broad and deep chests, fiaely developed muscles, 
and hands inured to toil. 

"In matters pertaining to religious beliefs and ob- 
servances, I shall carry out the American policy of 
religious tolerance. Every man has the right to worship 
according to his own belief. The Government will not 
interfere with the customs, manners and preferences or 
the people in so far as they observe our laws, which 
are framed in accordance with accepted usage in civil- 
ized countries. All churches will receive protection under 
the law for the proper conduct of their affairs and in 
regard to their property rights 

* * * * * * * * 

"There has been a constant increase in the number 
of Filipinos in the classified civil service, which has 
grown from 49% in 1903 to 55% in 1905, 60% in 
1907, and 62°/ in 1909, according to the last returns. 

I want no better men than the present officers and 
employees of the Government, American and Filipino. 
They compare favorab'y with any set of men I have 
ever seen as regards abi.ity and fideh\y to duty. 

"To the Filipinos I say, turn your undivided atten- 
tion to the matcnal development of your country and 
rest confident in the good faith of the United States. 



"To the Americans I say, those of you who wish 
to see the fullest measure of American success in these 
Islands should deal courteously with the Filipinos. 
Speak him fair; deal with him fairly and look after 
his interests as though they were yours, as indeed 

they are * 

******* 

In friendliness, in co-operation, there is strength, in 
recrimination, in hostility, there is weakness. Let us all 
reach out the hand of friendship to our neighbor and 
endeavor to promote an era of good feeling, of ample 
confidence, of mutual respect, and of co-operation, that 
we may all secure the realization of the main object, 
TO THE ATTAINMENT OF WHICH ALL THE 
ENERGIES OF THIS ADMINISTRATION ARE HE- 
REBY PLEDGED, NAMELY, THE MATERIAL 
PROSPERITY OF THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS.

Character training is helping the children form habits 
that mike them good men and women. 

The object of Public Schools is to make the best 
possible citizens. Good citizens must be intelligent and 
honorable. 

To be honorable a person must have self-control and 
respect for the rights of others. He must be trustful, 
clean, honest and reliable. 

The first habit we must fix in the minds of children 
is cleanliness. Let us teach them that nothing is good 
that is dirty— no matter how much care, time and money 
is put into it. Let us teach them how necessary it is 
to have a clean body, if we are to have good health 

Before the children begin to work let us take a quick 
look at their hands and send any to wish who is not 
clean. 

Before dismissing let us take a quick look at the floor 
and require each pupil to keep the floor about his own 
seat clean. 

Children must also keep the school yard clean. 
Any one who marks about the school building or on 
their bo^cs must make the place clean again. 

Let us devote five minutes each day to the teaching 
of maners and morals — pure and simple — although 
in every period we are teaching Character training, 
but these five minutes will be for the teaching of customs 
as regards right and wrong. 

We will teach the common courtesies, saying — "If 
you please, ' and "Thank you 44 and Excuse me .'• Teach 
your pupils to take oflf their hats to the ladies and their 
schoolmates when they are with any of them, and to 
other persons especially the old. 

Do away altogether with the military salute. Teach 
them, if they wear coats, they must keep them buttoned 
and the other marks of living. But above all teach them

that politeness is not a form. It is not using a set of 
■'Good expressions 14 or a profuse use of compliments 
with elaborate gestures, but it is true kindness. 

Try to create in your school a spirit of kindness for one 
another and kindness for the lower animals. Lead them 
to feel how cruel and cowardly it is to hurt anything 
dumb. When they think about the matter, when they 
realize that anything that has life is capable of suffering 
they will understand the justice in what you say. 

Talk with them about throwing stones, about fastening 
strings to birds and letting them fly only to bring 
them in again wounded and suffering. 

Talk with them about putting pins through butter- 
flies and swinging beetles on a thread to hear them 
buzz — and the thousand and one cr 'el and heartless 
things we see so often done by the children. 

Let whit you see suggest yout lesson. Be sure you 
do not suggest any wickedness by your talk. Make 
ycur pupils think that it is a contemptible and mean 
thing to make anything suffer. 

If you can awaken a spark of humanity in the heart 
of the young Filipinos you will certainly be doing much 
good for your country. 

"He playeth best who loveth best, 

All creatures great and small, 
For the same God who loveth us, 
He made and loveth all." 

Let us insist on more cleanly personal habits for the 
scholars. First of all work to stop the spitting. This 
is a nasty habit besides one that spreads desease. If 
you stop to think what becomes of the matter that is 
thrown upon the floor you will realize the truth of this. 
The water evaporates and the impurities are blown about 
in the air taken again into our bodies in the air we 
breathe. If the child has any desease, all in the room 
are exposed to it. • 

This spitting is more a habit than a mecessity and 
there is no reason for healthy children spitting conti- 
nually. You will not find this custom anywhere in 
the polite society of the great nations.

If the children spit on the floor have them take a brush 
and water and make the floor clean. Every child should 
keep the floor about his own seat clean. 

Sometimes the children have on their bodies sick- 
nitog sores that give off a very bad odor which poisons 
the air; besides, being most unpleasant for all who are 
near them. These children should not be allowed in 
a crowded schoolroom. The health and comfort of a 
whole class must not be sacrified to one child. 

This is a matter however, that demands judgment and 
common sense on the part of the teacher Work to 
have children come to school clean and attractive. 

We must create in the children a respect for the school 
house itself. 

The church and the school house have the same aim, 
to make better men and women, — and the school house 
is as worthy of respect as the church itself The hat 
should be taken off, and the cigarretts be thrown away 
upon entering it. There should be no romping or rough 
play in the school house; — the place for that is in the 
yard I can not say enough against marking with 
pencils, chalk or knife. 

Teach your pupils to respect all public property. 

Since the aim of the school is to make good citi- 
zens, we must bear in mind ail the time that we, as 
.teachers, are modeling men and women just as the 
potter makes the olla; every stroke of the potter tells 
on the finished vessel, so we must every day see that 
all of our efforts go toward (he development of the 
man and woman. 

Let us remember that however old a person may 
grow, he never fbrgets his school days and the thoughts 
c f youth are long, long thoughts.

Each district should have its own plan. Given plans 
a*e suggested but it is not always wise to copy them 
Individuality should characterize such place. School 
buildings and grounds should represent the highest culture 
of the community. 

Ill Improving and Preserving Grounds 

1 Teacher, a natural leader in this as well as in 
all educational work. He consults plans and directs. 
He enlists pupils and patrons. 

2. Each child is a protector as well as a constructor. 
The work for the most part should be done by the 
pupils.

The Discipline of the School Room. 

Some teachers usually find, or think that they find, 
the greatest difficulty in the discipline of the school room. 
They m^y be mistaken in measuring the difficulties. Lack 
of ability to teach well is not so apparent to their 
inexperiences as is the evident disorder of their pupils. 
And it is true that no good teaching can be done in 
the school which is badly disciplined. It may be well, 
therefore, to consider the purpose and the means of 
school government before attempting to discuss methods 
of teaching. 

There are two immediate and important ends in 
view in the discipline of the school. There must be enough 
quiet system to enable the daily work of the school 
to move on easily and without friction or interruption; 
hence certain rules and routines are agreed upon which 
will facilitate the doing of this work. But while this 
end is important, the second is far more so. Through 
compliance with these rules and habitual obedience to 
the teachers* direction, as well as habitual regard for the 
rights and privileges of others, the child grows to a power 
of self-control and an ability to work in harmony with his 
fellows. In too many schoolrooms is this greater aim 
overlooked, and the discipline is made a mater of the 
present moment, having to do with the school room tasks 
alone. But the manner in wh ch the child works at this 
task, or yields to authority, and the spirit in which 
he learns to restrain his impulses and to guide his way- 
ward thoughts have to do with the growth of his character. 
The effect of the school-room discipline is lasting. It 
tells for good or evil upon the future life of he child. 
It helps him to become a thoughtful, helpful, law-abiding 
citizen, or leaves him a weekling where he should be 
a man. It results in habits of clear thinking, power 
of attention and capacity for work, or in dull indif- 
ference. Every school room exercise helps toward some 
one of these ends. The means of discipline, its spirit^ 
and purpose, ought then to be carefully considered by 
every teacher. 

Good discipline is reasonable, not arbitrary. As far 
as possible, the child should understand the reason for 
the teacher's requirements. Whispering is forbidden, not 
because it is wrong in itself, but because it draws the 
attention of the whisperer and his mate away from 
the work they should be doing. It is not wrong to 
ask a question, but is unwise to interrupt a class re- 
citation in order to do so. The pupils who are reciting 
are thus defrauded of a part of their time. Even the 
youngest children will readily recognize the need c f res- 
training their impulses to speak or move or play, when 
the gratification of their desires would interfere with the 
work or the enjoyment of others; and through such a tea- 
ching and training they come to their attitude which all 
citizens of the republic should learn. They know the 
meaning of liberty under law. 

There is a wide difference between the spirit in such 
training and that which allows each child license to do 
as he pleases, without regard to the good of his neighbor. 
In such a school freedom does not exist; rather lawlessness 



reigns supreme. The teachers fail even to accomplish 
their immediate purpose of allowing the children to plea- 
se themselves. What pleases one very soon interferes 
with what pleases another, and the result is disturbance. 
But under the principle which we have suggested, the 
purpose of all the children is to help one another, and 
the individual rights cease when they interfere with the 
general good. Here is truest liberty; and such harmonious 
working together is the result of right discipline. This 
reasonableness does not imply that there shall be no 
implicit obedience without question; rather, it tends to- 
ward that obedience. A child who recognizes the jus- 
tice of a teacher's requirements in general, will be rea- 
dy to go on in particular cases without explanation, be- 
cause his teacher thinks it best. And there must be 
times in his experience both as boy and man, when 
he yields to law without knowing the reason why, but 
cheerfully neverthe'ess, he believes in his leader. Such 
obedience to law can never be taught by arbitrary autho- 
rity. The discipline of the court-martial has no place 
in the school-room, nor does it result in habitual and 
thoughtful obedience. 

The motive is the important factor in school discipline. 
Pupils readily 1 recognize the teacher 4 s motive; they are 
keen observers of human nature; they know when a com- 
mand is given because the teacher is fretful, impacient 
or angry, and when it is the outcome of a deliberate intent 
and constant desire to help the child, or to benefit the 
school. Children will endure any punishment which their 
sense of justice shows them is deserved; they will de- 
mand fair play for themselves and for others. The tea- 
cher who inspires his pupils with confidence in her mo- 
tive will have little trouble in controlling them. 

The children should not only recognize- the teacher's 
general purpose in his discipline, but they should cons- 
ciously obey the highest motive in their own action. 
This does not mean, necessarily, the highest motive which 
the teacher can comprehend, but the highest which the 
chi'dren can appreciate. They should refrain from whis- 
pering, not because they fear reproof or punishment, but 
because they are willing to deny themselves for the 
good of others; because they desire the teacher's appro • 
val and that of their own concience; because they would 
win the power of self control. It may be necessary in 
the earlier stages, to appeal to fear of punishment or 
love of praise, but this should give way to the desire 
of approval of conscience and the love of right-doing.

Sir:— 

The Provincial delegates of the P. T. A. in its conven- 
tion held April 24, 1909 at its central office, instructed 
the Executive Board to send a petition to the Director 01 
Education requesting the abolition of deduction of salaries 
in case of absences of municipal teachers attending the 
Annual Summer Vacation Assembly. 

The Executive Board complying with the instruction of 
said convention, respectfully submits this petition to the 
Director of Education based upon the following conside- 
rations: — 

1. The Association believes that such a meusure of 
deducting salaries of municipal teachers when absent from 
the classes of the Ann. Summ. Vac. Ass. is not reasonable 
and wise as there exists no regulation of deduction of sala 
ries on those mun'cipal teachers not attending thejassembly. 

2. The Association understands that the attendance in 
the Ann. Summ.- Vac. Assem. is notjcompulsory and ba- 
sed upon this fact, there should not exist such deduction 
of salaries in case of absence. 

3. During the three past years hundreds of teachers 



from the remote towns of the archipelago came to Manila 
and earnestly applied for admission to the Sum. Vac. 
Assem , though this had cost then great sacrifices as 
these teachers had to pay their transportation and their 
boarding in the city, which expenses are exceedingly 
greater than th? amount they had economized from 
their very small salaries. This shows that those teachers 
arc very much interested with the work of the Ann. 
Vac. Assem., and if some o r them become absent from 
the attendance in the classes, it is due not because 
of lack of will but because of sickness or other un- 
avoidable circumstances. 

The Executive Board of the Philippine Teachers' As- 
sociation in submitting this petition to the Director of 
Education with the most profound respect, hopes that 
it will be given favorable action.

SUPERINTENDENTS 4 CONVENTION. 

The annual Convention of the Division Superintendents 
of Schools of the Philippine Islands took place in Ma- 
nila from the 22nd. to the 27th. of November inc'usive. 
This was the last convention held under the directorship 
of Dr. Barrows, and in which all the Superintendent force 
except that of Capiz was present. Com Gilbert, Secretary 
of Public Instruction presided the Convention over. Many 
were the important matters treated in th : s Convention 
chief among them were: 

Uniformity in reports on the service of teachers and 
matters of promotion and the vacation assembly for 
American teachers. 

Filipino teachers. How may better preparation be 
provided for.? Regulations governing their service and 
training Training classes, mormal institutes, correspon- 
dence studies, vacation assembly. 

The discussion on the subject * The School and The 
Community" embraced the following phases: Can the 
Bureau of Education take a school census? Is there 
need of compulsory attendence? Local School bo- 
ards. Courses in Civico-Popular lectures. The revised 
course of study. Extension of intermediate schools. 
School discipline and definition of principal's and tea- 
chers' authority. The Bureau of Education and the new 
schools of the university. Remarks by Dr. Copeland, dean 
of the college of agriculture. Recommendation of stu- 
dents for the college of veterinary science. 

Two resolutions, oneon Mr. Brink's resignation from 
the Bureau of Education and the other on the death of Sup.
